I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1959- 

In  general  little  of  note  occurred  during  the 
year  from  the  Public  Health  point  of  view. 

The  chief  problem  was  the  water  shortage  due 
to  the  long  dry  swm'fler.  This  was  prevented  from 
becoming  total  by  filtering  and  pumping  river  water, 
but  at  no  time  could  one  he.ve  absolute  confidence 
that  there  xTOuld  not  be  a complete  cessation  of  supply. 

As  a result  of  this  experience  it  wa.s  decided 
by  the  Council  that  the  best  way  to  get  water  in  ample 
quantity  would  be  to  connect  the  tox/n  supply  mains  to 
the  proposed  comprehensive  scheme  of  the  Bromyard  Rural 
Council,  and  I was  instructed  to  put  this  point  to  the 
Ministry  Inspector  at  the  enquiry'’  held  by  him  into  that 
proposed  scheme.  This  X'/as  done  and  the  Inspector  said 
that  there  X'jould  be  no  doubt  that  the  needs  of  the 
Bromyard  U.D.  were  of  great  importance  and  that  they 
were  one  of  the  chief  reasons  xhiy  the  scheme  shou3.d 
proceed.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  nex/ly 
formed  Herefordshire  hater  Board  will  be  able  to  proce 
with  this  comprehensive  scheme  with  the  full  support  o 
both  Councils  and  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Loca,l 
Government. 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Maxxirell  for  completing  much 
of  this  report,  and  for  his  help  during  the  past  year, 
and  to  Mr.  Preece  in  my  office  in  Leominster  for 
providing  the  statistical  section.

The  supply  has  remained  fairly  constant,  but  it 
cannot  be  termed  as  really  satisfactory,  and  the  problem 
of  drou^t  causes  much  concern  in  view  of  the  Increased 
installation  of  baths  etc.,  and  the  construction  of  new 
houses:  the  condition  of  many  of  the  mains  also  gives 
cause,  for  alarm.  The  public  do  not  always  realise  the 
difficulties  involved  in  keeping  a sufficient  supply 
available,  if  water  does  not  reach  the  baths  etc.,  on 
the  first  floor  it  is  the  Local  Authority's  fault,  but 
they  do  not  realise  that  in  the  past  10  years  the  water 
consumption  for  this  area  has  risen  from  45; 000  gallons 
per  day  to  120,000  gallons  per  day,  and  no  new  sources 
have  been  available  to  augment  the  supply. 

During  the  year  water  from  the  river  had  to  be  used 
and  a filtration  plant  hired.  Much  d.ifficulty  was 
experienced  due  to  the  use  of  second-hand  pumps,  but  the 
Council's  employees  managed  to  maintain  the  supply. 

The  samples  of  water  submitted  for  baotei’iological 
examination  proved  satisfactory.

The  position  at  the  slaughterhouses  are  that  one 
man  slaughters  only  for  his  own  small  shop,  and  at  the 
other  the  owner  slaughters  for  his  two  local  shops  and 
also  a shop  vrhich  he  oxms  in  Hereford.  A hutcher  xii^hose 
premises  arc  in  the  rural  district  eJ.so  uses  this 
slaughterhouse. 


During  the  year,  I54  visits  were  made  to  inspect 
the  meat  and  offal  and  also  when  casualties  were 
brought  in  for  slaughtering.
